SIX CHINESE TO BE DEPORTED. 


Sensational Letter Touching Coolie Smug- 
gling Found on One of the Victims, 

Tacoma, Wash., Sept. 26.—Young Poi, one 
of the thirteen Chinamen on trial Here for be- 
ing unlawfully in this country, waq deported 
today. A letter in Chinese was fouhd on him, 
disclosing the fact. that smugglers 
receive $190 per head for bring 
“ Goolies” into this country by 
water, and $180 by land. Young Poi is ad- 
vised to make his friends, the smugglers, 
guarantee that the money need not be paid 
till he arrived in San Francisco. Five other 
Chinamen were ordered deported and three 
were allowed to remain in this country, The 
rest will be tried tomorrow. 


EXHIBITERS WANT TO SELL "@oons. 


Hearing on Important Questions Before 
Congressional Committeda. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 26.—Gen. A. B. 
Nettleton, ex- Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury and Col. Alex D. Anderson, as attorneys 
for nearly 2,000 foreign exhibiters at the 
World’s Columbian Exposition, had a hearing 
before the Ways and Means committee of the 
House and the Finance committee of the Sen- 
ate today. They asked: 

(1) That during the brief remainder of the Ex- 
position period they be allowed, under regula- 
tions and limitations to be fixed by the Treasury 
Department and the Exposition management, to 
sell goods for current delivery and {2) that for 
customs purposes the appraisal of goods sold be 
reduced 50 per cent. They urged dmong othér 
considerations these: 

The deterioration from transportation and ex- 


posure has materially reduced the selling value 
of many of these exhibited goods, Wut the ap- 


praisements for customs purposes are fully 
value. The cost. of 
repacking, of retransportation, and ¢xporta- 
tion would be very large any 
case, but will de greatly sed 


by the delays which are sure to occur in the east- 


ward shipment of such a vast accumnlétion of 
gooc s suddenly released at the close of the Ex- 
position. The bulk of the goods to be sold un- 
der the propased legislation is of such 8 — 
ter as not to enter into competition wi 

of American manufacture. 

Similar action was had after the Philadel- 
phia Centennial Exposition in 1876. A bill to 
carry out these purposes has been introduced 
into the House by Mr. Durborow.

Quite a sensation was created in the Evans- 
ton Council last evening by the report of City 
Clerk Bogart on the accounte kept by his 
predecessor, J. J. Adams.

the stables. Burger in returning for the last 
of the four horses was badly burned. He 


had unloosened the horse which broke through 


the door when he was overcome by the flames. 
On his hands and knees Burger crawled to 
the doorway and escaped, but his hands 
and arms were horribly burned. He was re- 
moved to Schroeder’s drug store, Milwaukee 
and Chicago avenues, where his wounds were 
dressed, after which he was conveyed to his 
home, No. 19 Clarinda street. The firemen 
were quick to respond to the first alarm, but 
the flames had entered the dry kilns and the 
sheds and lumber. inside were wrapped in a 
solid sheet of flame when the first streams 
were brought to bear on she surrounding out- 
buildings. 

With the 3-11 alarm sent in five minutes 
later additional steamers and Chief Swenie 


arrived. The Chief immediately set to work 


to save the remaining lumber in the yards. 
When the fire was hemmed in by streams on 


all sides the accident to Marshal Swenie o- 


eurred. 

Fought from all sides the fire was quickly 
put under control. The stables, the house of 
William Ritter, and the dry kilns filled with 
hard lumber are a complete loss. The aggre- 
gate loss is placed at $16,000, fully covered 
by insurance. 

The hose lines across the Northwestern 
tracks stopped the traffic on that line for over 
an hour, and Yardmaster J. W. Barnes was 
compelled to hold five trains, including the 
Milwaukee fast mail, at the Wells street De- 
pot yards. The signal station house of the

EVIDENCE OF A DUKE’S COWARDIOE. 


Connaught’s Service in Africa Exploited by 
the Radicals,

A. M. dos, on The Mission of Pro test- 
antism in Turkey.“ The paper was read by 
Herant M. Kire 
ee acting as Secretary of the Imperia 
Perston Commission to the World’s Fair. The 
paper follows: 

I feel highly honored by this opportunity to 
appear re this august assembly and present 
you, and through you to all throughout the 
world who think @n questions of religion, what 
have been the results of Protestantism in Tur 
key. By Protestantism I understand the prin- 
ciple of relying on religious questions, not upon 
any human authority, but upon the revelatidn of 
the word of God. Also that itis the privilege of 
every individual to interpret that word and not 

pre tive of a ass min- 
isters or of the clergy It follows from 
this that Protestant Christianity has 
by its own peculiar character great influence 
upon the human mind, r the exercise of 
the mind upon questions of religion which in- 
volves ‘the sublimest thoughts and the deep 
things of the human heart. And on these ques- 
tions that are of such importance to all to k 
and to act according to persona! conviction. But 
this liberty is not boundless and without any 
foundation. It is a li founded upon the 
word of God, in which sufficient information is 
ge u all important truths. This modera-

J. This he did in the person of Jesus of 
h. It is a mighty mystery, and Christian- 
ity would never dare assert it except as God has 
taught her its truth. 

e are brought now to another fundamental 
truth in Christian teaching—the mysterious doc- 
trine of atonement. God cannot tolerate sin or 
temporigze with it, or make a place for it in his 
presence. He cannot parley with it; he must 
punish it. Atonement is God's marvelous method 
of vindicating once for all before the universe 
his eternal attitude towards zin by the voluntary 
self-assumption in the spirit of sacrifice of its 
penalty. It is because Christianity eliminates 
. — the problem that its solution is complete 
and final. 


Personality of Man. 


We pone now to another word of vital import— 
it is character. God's own attitude to the sinner 
being settled, and the problems of moral govern- 
ment solved, the next matter which presents it- 
self is the personality of the individual man. It 
must be purified, transformed into the spiritual 
likeness of Christ, trained for immortality. It 
mast be brought into harmony with the ethical 
standards of Christ. Christianity, receiving its 
lesson from Christ, subsidizes character in the 
interest of service. It lays its noblest frui 
of personal gifts and spiritual culture upon the 
altar of philanthropic benificence. It is un- 
werthy of its name if it does not reproduce this 
spirit of its master; only by giving itself to benev- 
ent ministry, as Christ gave himself for the 
world, can it vindicate its origin. Christianity 
recognizes no worship which altogether di- 
vyorced from work for the weal of others; it in- 
dorses no religious professions which are unmind- 
ful of the obligations of service. 

One other word completes the code. It is 
fellowship, of which the spirit of God is the

It gives the grandest possible meaning to 
eternity, for it suggests that it is to be passed 
with God. ft illumines and transfigures the pres- 
ent, for it 1 God into it. and places him in 
Hving touch with our lives, and makes him a 
helper in our moral struggles, our spiritual aspi- 
rations. and our heroic though imperfect efforts 
to live the life of duty. This, then, is the mes- 
sage which Christianity signals to other reli 
ions as it greets them today—fatherhood, 
brotherhood, redemption, incarnation, atone- 
ment, character, service, fellowship. It remains 
to be said that Christianity throug in- 
dividual seeks to reach society. Its aim is first 
the man, then men. It is pledged to do for the 
race what it does for the individual man. Its 
plans are elastic, expansive, inclusive;.it pre- 
empts the round earth as its 1 of activi ; 
it ignores no class or rank; it forgets no tribe or 
ngtion; itis charged to minister in God's name 
to the world, It is commissioned, aye, com- 
manded by its great founder to disciple all: na- 
tions.

However, on the whole he was a most, learned 
and respectable man, loving and tender brother, 
good husband, excellent father. He was a re- 
ligious thinker and procu a Christian teach- 
ing for all his children. He was a faithful friend 
and benevolent for every suffering soul, but he 
could not agree to any . ereed. He had 
sacrificed his livelihood and even a brilliant 
career in the Roman Catholic biera for rea- 
sons of sincerity, and, having rejected the Pope's 
authority, he was not willing to submit to any 
other. Then he had shaped for himself his own 
fate, and froma few quotations of his work I 
shali show you that he was not all an atheist 
an enemy to Christianity. the contrary, the 
elements of his religion were drawn from ante- 
Nicene Christianity, according to the rule sug- 
ae by Bunsen, and just now recovered by 

rof. Max Muller, in his remarkable letter to the 
Chairman of this parliament, Well, here are the 
prominent features of Renan's religious thought: 

Those men,“ said Renan, “know me very 
little who are of the opinion that I mean to di- 
minish the amount of religion which is stall re- 
—— in the world, but I trust that once the 
sympathy of the truly religious souls will come 
back to me they will perceive that the reason of 
my absolute frankness, which: does. not admit 
that truth is wanting the lies of politicians, was 
in reality a feeling of deep respect to religion. 
have believed in all relations which are at the 
bottom of man's heart; never the one prevented 
mefrom heari the others. I always have 
thought that their contradictions were but ap- 
parent, and that the rule of enforcing silence of 
criticism for the sake of the moral and religious 
instincts was not at all a mark of respect to di- 
vinity. Science is not an enemy to religion, con- 
ceived as such, and the latter ought not to mis- 
trust science. The scientific spirit is an integral 
part of religion and without it Sobody can 
come a true worshiper.”

Father Gmeimer Refuses to Proceed and 
Leads the Afternoon Symposium. 

Just before the close of the morning session 
the Rev. Father John Gmeimer of St. Paul 
was presented to read a paper on The Prim- 
itive and Prospective Religious Reunion of 
the Human Family.” The audience had 
grown restless and @lmost weary after listen- 
ing to the five long papers which had gone 
before, and when Father Gmeimer was intro- 
duced many of them had begun to leave the 
hall. Dr. Boardman rapped for order, but

finally quieted Father Gmeimer declined to 
read his paper. Accordingly he was put on 
to open the afternbon session. He spoke in 
part as follows: 

Religious union was the great subject on w 
more than eighteen centuries ago St. Paul 
dressed the Athenians on the Hill of Mars, I am, 
indeed, far from being a St. Paul, yet I have the 
honor of having come from St. Paul, and I should 
be unfaithful to my duty on this occasion if I 
would not endeavor to address you if not in the 
words, at least in the spirit of the great Apostle. 
These, then, are the great truths which are to en- 
gage our attention at present: 
irst, God has made of one all mankind. As

Secondly, as mankind separated into various 
tribes and nations to dwell upon the whole face 
of the earth“ men became naturally estr 
and the primitive 28 union was broken up 
in a great number of different religious forms.

Toleration is one of the glories of the Armenian 
Church. Its adherents have given manifold 
proofs of it to the Christians of all denomina- 
tions, and if r happen to visit Etchm 

you will see the tomb of Sir John McDonald,who 
was British Envoy in Persia, quite close to the 
entrance of the cathedral, among the tombs of 
the greatest patriarchs of modern Armenia. The 
church founded by the Illuminator prays daily 
Tor all holy and orthodox Bishops” and “ for 
the peace of the whole world and the stability of 
the Holy Church,” and beseeches the mercy of 
God “by the prayers and intercessions of those 
who invoke the name of the Lord of sanctity in 
any country, from the ris to the setting of the 
sun.“ Some extracts from the confession uf faith 
of Mgr. Nerses Varjabedian, who died in 1884 
on the Armenian patriarchal throne at Constan- 
tinople, will suffice to give an idea of the spirit 
of this chutch. 

The Armenian Church rejects only heretics and 
hitherto it has had noth essential to reject in 
the tenets of the Latins and Greeks. The unique 
glory of the Armenian Church consists in its 
treating its br in the spirit 
of the primitive church, that is to say, with 
toleration, even if they speak against it out of 
ignorance and hardness of heart, or through the 
pride of their prelates. Another glory of the 
Armenian Church is its democratic spirit. No 
obstacle is put in the way of its adherents to read 
and study the Bible. The clergy from the 
humblest deacon to the supreme patriarch are 
elected by the will of the esiastics and 


the laity. 
Proud of Its History. 


Such is the Armenian Church, venerable by 
reason of its antiquity, proud ofits orthodoxy, 
and glorious in the purp e mantie of its martyr- 
dom.

ERRORS OF A TENNESSEE SENATOR. 

Senator Bate of Tennessee made a speech 
Monday in opposition to the passage of the 
bill to repeal the panic, His principal points 
were as follows: : 

He held that the sovereign power to coin gold 
and silver into money rested in the independent 
States, and was by them transferred by specific 
grant to their agent, the Congress, and that 
power was not to coin money from gold or silver, 
but from gold and silver. The silver dollar and 
not the gold coin was the unit of value. The sil- 
ver dollar was the dollar of account which 
the gold and silver coins were to represent. It was 
thus intended that the dollar should be always 
371M grains of pure silver, just as the yardstick 
was to be thirty-six inches long. This measure of 
value remained, whether the coin that represent- 
ed it was of silver or greenback, national 
bank note, or individ check. It was fixed, no 
matter what the price, with no regard to the 
ratio, and remained so until altered by unhal- 
lowed hands in 1874.
